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Student  reports  campus  abduction,  rape 


Students  experience 
fear  and  disbelief

A  PUC  student  told  Campus 
Police  she  was  abducted  from 
PUC  campus  April  5,  then  raped 
and  robbed  at  a  Gary  location  in 
an  ordeal  that  lasted  more  than  12 
hours. 

The  university  police  report 
indicates  at  approximately  5:30 
p.m.  April  5,  a  26-year-old  fe¬ 
male  was  walking  from  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Faculty  Library  Center  to 
her  car  in  the  northeast  comer  of 
the  SFLC  parking  lot  when  she 
was  abducted.  She  claims  two 
men,  one  white  and  the  other  black, 
then  forced  in  her  car  at  gunpoint 
and  drove  her  off  campus. 

The  report  also  indicates  her 
abductors  forced  liquor  down  her 
throat  while  taking  her  to  an  area 
believed  to  be  near  Gleason  Park 
in  Gary. 

Met  by  two  additional  white 
men,  the  report  said  the  victim 
was  forced  into  a  second  vehicle 
and  raped. 

The  victim,  whose  name  is  being 
withheld,  by  law,  to  protect  her 


identity,  was  thrown  out  of  her 
abductors’  car  near  the  Indiana 
University  Northwest  Campus 
(Gary)  early  April  6. 

Campus  police  said  the  victim 
reportedly  was  seen  on  campus 
Thursday,  April  9,  just  days  after 
she  was  allegedly  abducted,  raped 
and  robbed.  The  victim  told  po¬ 
lice  she  was  also  robbed  of  her 
coat,  credit  cards  and  an  undeter¬ 
mined  amount  of  cash  before  she 
was  released  the  next  morning. 

PUC  Police  Chief  Glenn  Conor 
said,  “She  called  her  mother  from 
a  pay  phone,  drove  home  and 
waited  for  her  mother  to  pick  her 
up  and  take  her  to  Munster  Com¬ 
munity  Hospital,  where  she  was 
treated  for  rape  and  released 
Monday  evening.” 

Wes  Lukoshus,  PUC  director 
of  public  information  said, 4  ‘PUC 
police  conducted  the  preliminary 
investigation.  Now  the  Hammond 
and  Gary  police  departments  are 
involved.”  Although  no  further 
details  have  been  uncovered  by 


Hammond  and  Gary  police  de¬ 
partments,  PUC  police  Sergeant 
Nick  Zwier  said,  “PUC  police 
are  still  pursuing  various  avenues 
surrounding  this  incident.” 

At  Chronicle  press  time,  there 
were  no  known  witnesses,  and  no 
arrests  had  been  made. 

In  a  memo  to  the  students,  fac¬ 
ulty,  and  staff,  Chancellor  James 
Yackel  said, 4  ‘This  reported  inci¬ 
dent  is  said  to  have  happened 
during  daylight  hours,  in  a  rela¬ 
tively  open  parking  area,  while 
university  police  officers  were 
patrolling  campus  demonstrates 


that  crime  can  take  place  at  any 
time. 

“As  the  university  explores 
further  campus  safety-enhancing 
measures,  I  encourage  each  of 
you  to  be  cautious  and  alert,’  ’  he 
added.  “If  you  notice  suspicious 
activities,  please  use  the  red 
emergency  phones  around  cam¬ 
pus  to  report  them.” 

Although  1991  statistics  for  PUC 
vandalism  and  criminal  mischief 
were  at  an  all-time-low  compared 
to  the  surrounding  area,  Luko¬ 
shus  said,  “We’re  encouraging 
students  not  to  take  things  for 


granted  that  you’re  absolutely  safe. 
PUC  has  12  buildings  and  167 
acres  and  anything  can  happen. 
However,  we  have  no  reason  to 
believe  this  is  connected  to  a  wide¬ 
spread  incident.” 

Chancellor  Yackel  added,  “The 
notion  that  such  an  unfortunate 
incident  can  occur  on  our  campus 
and  has  occurred  at  college  and 
university  campuses  nationwide 
is  a  poignant  reminder  of  the 
importance  of  exercising  caution 
at  all  times.” 


PUC,  IUN  combine  resources 
to  help  battered  women

Feelings  from  students  and  faculty  over  the  alleged  April  5  abduc¬ 
tion  and  rape  of  a  university  woman,  range  from  fear  to  disbelief. 

“I’ve  never  really  had  to  fear  at  this  campus  - 1  really  can’t  believe 
it  or  it  just  hasn’t  set  in  yet,”  said  Denise  Ferguson,  Student  Govern¬ 
ment  vice-president  for  Programming. 

“Students  initially  are  in  a  state  of  alarm  or  disbelief.  They  feel  this 
usually  happens  elsewhere,  not  here  -  especially  on  our  campus,"  said 
Larry  Crawford,  director  of  PUC  Counselling  Services.  "This  situ¬ 
ation  will  cause  distrust  of  people.  It  is  important  for  students  to  talk 
about  this  and  get  a  better  feeling  and  understanding  of  this  whole 
thing.  Some  good  can  come  out  of  this;  people  will  be  a  little  more 
careful  and  cautious."

Freshman  Greg  Novak  said,  “There  has  got  to  be  a  change  so  it 
doesn’t  happen  again.  All  we  can  do  is  beef  up  the  security  -  not  giving 
more  parking  tickets,  but  actually  being  in  the  lots.” 

“At  Purdue  Lafayette,  they  have  an  escort  service,  where  you  call 
and  someone  will  come  to  wherever  you  are  and  walk  you  back  to  your 
car,  dorm,  or  another  building.  This  would  be  an  idea,”  said  Nicole 
Whitehead,  Jr.,  Accounting.“It’s  an  idea  PUC  Student  Government 
takes  seriously.'4' 

Michael  Conn,  Student  Body  President,  states,  “I  am  outraged  by 
the  events  that  took  place  this  weekend.  This  tragic  event  impacts  the 
sense  of  security  that  all  students  are  comfortable  with  on  campus.  In 
response  to  this  event  effective  Monday,  April  13,  Student  Govern¬ 
ment  implemented  an  escort  service.  This  service  is  available  to  all 
students,  faculty,  and  staff;  and  can  be  obtained  by  dialing  2394  on  red 
campus  phones."

In  a  joint  effort  between  Pur¬ 
due  University  Calumet  and  Indi¬ 
ana  University  Northwest  students 
pulled  together  in  a  group  effort 
to  paint  and  clean  up  Haven  House, 
a  shelter  for  battered  and/or  at 
risk  women  and  children.

A  lot  of  supplies  were  donated, 
mainly  by  area  businesses.” 

There  are  four  different  branches 
of  “Into  the  Streets”  including 
Hunger  and  Homelessness,  Edu¬ 
cation  and  Literacy,  AIDS  Aware¬ 
ness  and  an  Environmental  group. 

“Into  the  Streets”  promotes 
these  branches  by  having  cloth¬ 
ing  drives,  recycling,  and  tutor¬ 


ing  children. 

Earlier  this  year  after  attending 
a  convention  in  Milwaukee  for 
the  National  Student  Campaign 
Against  Hunger  and  Homeless¬ 
ness,  PUC  SG  President  Michael 
Conn  conferred  with  the  cam¬ 
paign  coordinator  who  suggested 
PUC  join  forces  with  IUN. 

Conn  said,  “We  got  together 
with  IUN  and  their  program  “Into 
the  Streets”  in  order  to  help  needy 
people  in  Northwest  Indiana  and 
hopefully  bring  a  stronger  aware¬ 
ness  to  the  homeless  problems  in 
the  area.”

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To  inform  or 
not  to  inform

hen  to  inform  can  be  a 
sensitive  issue. 


one  hand,  our  human  na¬ 
ture  nurtures  an  insatiable  desire 
to  be  informed.  On  the  other 
hand,  incomplete  information 
disturbs  us.  Contrary  to  that  old 
adage,  “what  you  don’t  know 
won’t  hurt  you,”  withholding  in¬ 
formation  also  can  be  disturbing. 

Those  who  do  the  informing 
wrestle  with  this  issue.  Chancel¬ 
lor  Yackel  wrestled  with  it  last 
week  in  his  decision  to  post  and 
distribute  an  advisory  memoran¬ 
dum  relating  to  the  reported 
abduction  of  a  student  from  the 
Student  Faculty  Library  Center 
parking  lot  Sunday  afternoon, 
Apr.  5. 

In  weighing  the  most  ap¬ 
propriate  informational  handling 
of  such  a  sensitive,  disturbing 
matter  to  the  campus  community, 
the  options  of  consideration  were 
two:  to  inform  promptly,  or  to 
wait  until  more  complete  infor¬ 
mation  became  available. 

Coming  forward  and  inform¬ 
ing  as  accurately  and  objectively 
as  possible  while  the  matter  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  investigated  meant 
the  prospect  of  disturbing  many 
students,  faculty  and  staff  who 
might  wonder  whether  the  start 
of  a  rampant  crime  wave  was 
upon  us,  or  an  isolated,  random 
incident  had  occurred. 

In  his  memo,  the  Chancellor, 
while  noting  the  campus’  proud 
safety  record,  encouraged  all  of 
us  to  take  nothing  for  granted  and 
exercise  caution  at  all  times,  be¬ 
cause  “it  is  impossible  to 
guarantee  safety  in  all  cir¬ 
cumstances,  at  all  times.” 


The  other  alternative — to  wait 
until  more  complete  information 
became  available — may  not 
have  prompted  the  collective  dis¬ 
turbance  of  the  memo.  But  it 
figured  to  feed  a  rumor  mill, 
which,  in  the  long  run,  likely 
would  have  distorted  the  truth, 
cultivated  innuendoes  and,  in 
turn,  prompted  much  more  dis¬ 
turbing  sentiment. 

Perhaps  more  importantly, 
this  alternative  would  have  vio¬ 
lated  your  right  to  be  informed 
promptly.  Obviously,  that’s  a  key 
issue  in  today’s  society — so  key, 
in  fact,  that  our  federal  govern¬ 
ment  has  mandated,  effective 
next  fall,  legislation  requiring 
that  various  campus  crimes — 
real  or  alleged — be 
communicated  to  the  campus 
community  within  24  hours  after 
they  have  been  reported  to  the 
administration. 

Though  it  does  not  take  effect 
for  several  months,  the  spirit  of 
this  legislation  has  been  in  effect 
at  Purdue  Calumet  the  past  year. 
A  monthly  crime  report  appears 
regularly  in  Administration  Up¬ 
date.  Last  week’s  memo  by  the 
Chancellor — as  disturbing  as  it 
may  have  been  perceived  by 
some  persons — continues  the 
commitment  to  inform  you 
promptly. 

To  inform  now  or  to  inform 
later  relative  to  the  delicate,  un¬ 
fortunate  nature  of  the 
aforementioned  report  is  a 
“damned  if  you  do,  damned  if 
you  don’t”  proposition.  Your 
right  to  know  promptly  became 
the  overriding  condition. 
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PUC  grad  teaching  children,  parents  together

Children  and  Parents  Together  is  a  pro¬ 
gram  designed  to  help  preschool  age  chil¬ 
dren  between  ages  three  and  six  and  their 
parents  cope  with  problems  relating  to 
school  readiness,  self-esteem,  dealing  with 
anger,  listening  to  solve  problems  and 
other  developmental  stages. 

This  program,  sponsored  by  Mer- 
rillvilles’s  Southlake  Center  for  Mental 
Health,  is  run  by  Barbara  Gustin,  a  PUC 
graduate  in  clinical  and  developmental 


psychology.  Gustin  said,  “  It  is  a  benefit  to 
both  parents  and  their  children  -  it’s  a 
double  commitment.” 

Because  both  parents,  as  well  children, 
are  involved  in  the  program  they  can  learn 
about  everyday  events  and  better  parent¬ 
ing  skills. 

This  program  is  not  a  preschool.  Some 
children  attend  preschool,  but  most  are 
preparing  and  learning  how  to  play  with 
other  children.  They  are  also  learning  to 
overcome  anxiety  associated  with  being

separated  from  their  parents.  ‘  ‘  We  do  not 
tell  parents  that  they’re  doing  wrong,  we 
just  teach  them  skills  to  become  better 
parents,”  said  Gustin. 

The  eight  week  program  meets  twice  a 
week,  in  either  the  morning  or  afternoon. 

The  limit  is  six  children  per  class,  chil¬ 
dren  and  parents  meet  in  separate  rooms. 
During  the  program  they  have  mommy 
breaks.  This  is  where  if  the  child  cannot 
last  the  two  hours  of  class,  he  or  she  is  able 
to  visit  their  parent  for  a  m  inute  or  two,  and 
then  go  back  to  class. 

The  program  helps  parents  choose  tele¬ 
vision  and  video  selections  to  help  their 
child  cope  with  changes  of  everyday  life. 
Using  stories  and  displaying  a  positive

image  are  strong  issues  in  the  program. 
Major  life  events  are  also  touched  upon, 
such  as  a  new  baby,  moving,  divorce  and 
even  death. 

After  graduating  from  PUC  in  1988, 
Gustin  was  head  teacher  of  Lake  Ridge 
Day  Care  Center  in  Calumet  Township  for 
three  years.  During  her  work  there  she  was 
the  day  care  director  for  a  year  and  a  half. 

Gustin  is  not  only  involved  with  Chil¬ 
dren  and  Parents  Together,  but  conducts 
mental  health  consulting  for  Head  Starts,  a 
federally  run  preschool  program  in  Hobart 
Township.  She  also  works  with  Alterna¬ 
tive  Families  for  Children,  a  program  for 
foster  parents  of  emotionally  disturbed 
children.

A  woman's  touch  and  some 
vital  information,  please 

The  recent  alleged  abduction  of  a  PUC  student  from  the  SFLC  parking  lot 
reveals  crucial  flaws  in  the  administration’s  current  effectiveness  in  informing  the 
PUC  community . 

An  April  7  memorandum  from  Chancellor  James  Yackel  addressing  the  alleged 
abduction  fails  to  state  the  student  had  been  released,  This  omission  caused  more 
harm  than  good,  and  the  inconclusive  newspaper  reports  just  added  to  the  confu¬ 
sion,  while  the  rumors  increased. 

Federal  legislation,  requiring  various  campus  crimes  be  communicated  to  cam¬ 
pus  community  within  24  hours  after  being  reported,  does  not  take  effect  until  this 
fall. 

While  we  applaud  the  Chancellor’s  decision  to  notify  our  Community  (before 
federal  law  requires  it),  we  question  its  value. 

And  specifically,  we  warder,  “Didn’t  the  administration  get  a  woman’s  per¬ 
spective?  A  woman,  due  to  the  sensitivity  of  the  issue,  could  have  provided  better 
insight  and  guidance  on  what  to  state  in  a  memorandum,  and  given  the  victim  the 
option  of  speaking  to  another  woman. 

PUC  Officer  Donna  Hillier  offered  her  assistance  and  was  rejected.  Such  assis¬ 
tance  could  make  the  victim  more  at  ease  and  give  the  police  better  insight  into 
the  investigation. 

Sadly,  administration  foiled  to  effectively  proceed  with  this  case  by  not  even 
attempting  to  utilize  the  trained  female  officer,  an  employee  of  PUC ’a  police 
face.  If  not  this  officer  couldn’t  another  woman  have  given  much  needed 
guidance  in  this  situation?  Perhaps  that  pair  of  eyes  could  say,  “Tell  them  she’s 
alive  and  tell  them  she’s  been  released  from  her  captors." 

Working  together  with  pieces  of  a  team  doesn ’t  quite  fit.  Maybe  administration 
should  try  to  sincerely  practice  a  bit  more  of  what  it  preaches  with  regard  to 
womens  issues.

Last  weekend,  a  female  Purdue  Calumet 
student  was  allegedly  abducted  from 
campus.  Even  in  the  best  of  neighbor¬ 
hoods,  crime  does  not  discriminate;  it  does 
happen .  Not  believing  that  fact  makes  you 
even  more  susceptible  to  being  victim¬ 
ized. 

It’s  time  to  wake-up  and  smell  the  crap. 
This  is  the  real  world  and  no  matter  how 
many  police  officers  are  on  duty,  crime 
will  continue. 

Society  needs  to  take  a  little  initiative 
and  become  more  responsible  for  them¬ 
selves  -  especially  women.  The  demands 
of  going  to  work,  school,  picking  up  the 
kids,  makes  women  more  vulnerable. 
Sometimes  we  don't  think  of  ourselves  as 
easy  prey  for  an  attacker.  Being  attacked 
is  a  horrifying  experience,  maybe  even  a 
fatal  one;  yet  nobody  ever  thinks  it  could 
happen  to  them,  so  it’s  not  thought  about. 

Many  women  were  raised  to  “be  pre¬ 
pared”  for  a  work  presentation,  the  kid’s 
ball  game  or  a  dinner  date.  Those  things 
seem  to  be  a  natural  part  of  our  lives  -  a 
norm. 

We  need  to  utilize  that  orientation,  be¬ 
come  mentally  aware  of  ways  to  avoid 
being  a  victim,  and  maybe  that  insight  will 
stop  an  attack  or  save  a  life  one  day. 

Think  about  this  scene:  A  parking  lot 
filled  with  cars.  Your  car  is  a  half  mile 
away  from  any  building.  On  your  way  to 
the  car,  you  become  uneasy;  someone  is 
following  you.  Who  would  hear  you  scream? 
Maybe  other  students,  maintenance,  or 
campus  police,,  maybe  no  one?  What 
should  you  do? 

When  parking,  make  an  effort  to  park 
under  a  light  if  possible,  or  as  close  to  the 
building  as  you  can  (Unfortunately,  close¬ 
ness  in  many  lots  is  not  a  luxury.) 

Be  aware  of  your  surroundings.  When 
en  route  to  or  from  your  parked  car,  make 
an  observation  of  the  parking  lot  for  any¬ 
one  suspicious.  If  you  geta  “bad”  feeling 
about  someone  in  your  general  vicinity, 
contact  campus  police  by  calling  2221. 


Have  them  escort  you  to  your  car.  You 
might  wait  ten  minutes  or  so,  but  you 
might  be  glad  you  did.  If  that’s  not  pos¬ 
sible,  wait  inside  the  building  until  you  do 
feel  if  s  safe  to  proceed  to  your  car.  Don’t 
take  the  chance  of  subjecting  yourself  to  a 
possible  abduction. 

Before  leaving  any  building  have  your 
keys  in  your  hand  with  a  firm  grip  on  the 
door  key.  Too  many  women  are  guilty  of 
leaving  their  keys  in  the  bottom  of  a  pitless 
purse.  Just  enough  time  is  wasted  digging 
for  keys  giving  a  thief  or  abductor  perfect 
opportunity  to  take  advantage  of  your  dis¬ 
tractedness. 

When  getting  close  to  your  car,  glance 
underneath.  Attackers  have  been  known 
to  hide  under  a  car,  grabbing  ankles  and 
dragging  a  person  to  the  ground,  or  cutting 
the  achilles  tendon  so  they  immediately 
fall,  beating,  raping  and  even  killing  them. 

Always  go  straight  to  your  car.  Glanc¬ 
ing  in  the  back  seat  before  getting  in  (an 
un-locked  car  is  an  open  invitation  to  an 
unwanted  stranger).  If  clear,  open  the 
door,  get  in  and  lock  it 

Get  in  to  the  habit  of  having  your  purse 
strap  on  your  shoulder,  close  to  your 
body.  Never  walk  anywhere  with  your 
purse  dangling.  This  makes  you  easy  prey 
for  a  purse  snatcher. 

Don’t  ever  think  you're  immune  to  a 
crime;  you’re  not,  even  in  the  best  neigh¬ 
borhoods. 

If  the  situation  arises  and  you  have  to 
defend  yourself,  think  about  what  you 
have  on  your  person  to  hurt  an  attacker 
long  enough  for  you  to  yell  for  help  or  get 
away.  Remember,  no  one  has  the  right  to 
pul  their  hands  on  you  without  your  per¬ 
mission. 

A  little  awareness  can  go  a  long  way. 
Make  a  point  to  practice  the  above  tips  and 
hopefully  you  will  never  become  a  victim. 

And  always,  always  be  aware  of  your 
surroundings  and  react  instantly  -  your  life 
depends  on  it

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Some  teachers  might  lack  teachability

About  once  a  week  I  receive  a  phone 
call  or  talk  to  a  student  that  is  having  a 
problem  with  one  of  their  teachers.  The 
student  may  tell  me  the  teacher  is  not  flex¬ 
ible  and  doesn’t  really  care  about  whether 
or  not  the  student  fails  or  passes  the  course. 

It  seems  as  though  some  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  have  lost  touch  with  their  fundamen¬ 
tal  purpose  of  being  a  teacher.  The  funda¬ 
mental  purpose  I  am  referring  to  is  being  a 
“teacher.” 

I  have  been  privileged  to  function  in  the 
capacity  of  teacher,  or  instructor  if  you 
please,  since  1978  with  the  U.S.  Air  Force. 
I  have  had  the  opportunity  to  certify  and 
teach  police  and  security  officers  in  the 
areas  pertaining  to  that  particular  field.

More  often  than  not  the  prob¬ 
lem  lies  with  a  lack  of  understanding  of 
the  situation  or  study  skills  on  the  part  of 
the  student.

Problems  stu¬ 
dents  face  in  and  out  of  the  classroom  help 
prepare  us  for  problems  we  will  encounter 
as  we  travel  through  life. 

It  has  been  said  that  one  of  the  greatest 
abilities,  second  only  to  dependability,  is 
teachability.  Everyone  must  remain  teach¬ 
able  in  order  to  mature.  No  one  person, 
staff,  faculty  or  student  body  member  is 
exempt. 


There  are  times  when  the  problem  in 
education  does  not  lie  with  the  student  but 
with  the  teacher.  At  Purdue  Calumet  I 
believe  that  the  majority  of  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  are  teachers.  Their  concern  and  will¬ 
ingness  to  help  the  student  is  obvious.  I 
have  nothing  but  heartfelt  praise  and  re¬ 
spect  for  this  majority. 

Unfortunately,  not  all  members  of  the 
faculty  are  teachers.

all  students  have  a  “knack”  for  learning 
and  have  to  work  hard  for  a  “C”  as  op¬ 
posed  to  the  student  that  never  opens  a 
textbook  and  gets  an  “A”. 

When  I  am  not  doing  well  in  a  particular 
class  I  first  have  to  look  within  myself  for 
the  solution.  Is  it  my  study  habits  or  am  I 
not  spending  enough  time  on  a  subject? 

Whatever  the  reason  I  must  first  look 
within  myself.  This  is  what  the  student 
body  of  this  university  is  asking  the  faculty 
to  do:  look  within  yourself. 

Instead  of  blaming  the  student  for  their 
lack  of  effort  could  it  be  possible  that  you 
do  not  put  forth  much  effort  as  a  teacher?

In  these  greedy  times.  it  seems,  all  you  have  to  is  lie  there  until  a  personal  injury 
lawyer  spots  you,  gets  the  name  of  the  lions  insurance  company  and  litigates  for  the 
kind  of  money  that  has  to  be  moved  around  in  an  armored  car. 

There's  been  a  lot  of  talk  lately  about  such  cases.  The  insurance  companies  have 
been  crying  ruin  over  huge  settlements  they  have  been  farced  to  pay  out  in  the  name 
of  pain  and  suffering.  Their  answer  of  course,  is  to  cancel  everyone  holding  apolicy 
who  represents  any  riskataJi.  The  old  rule  of  thumb  for  getting  a  loan  now  seem  to 
apply  to  insurance:  it's  available  only  if  you  don’t  need  it. 

I  feel  about  as  much  sympathy  for  insurance  companies  as  I  do  for  gambling 
casinos.  Insurance  is  nothing  more  than  a  straight  out  wager  and  the  insurer  is  the 
house.  It’sbettiag  that  nothingparticularly  disastrous  will  happen  in  your  hfe.  if  you 
believe  in  Murphy’s  Law  that  seems  like  a  pretty  good  bet.  That  is  unless  you  realize 
that  the  house  has  a  bunch  of  professional  touts  called  actuaries,  who  work  the  odds 
against  your  ante  in  such  a  way  as  to  guarantee  that  it  can’t  low  in  the  long  run. 

So  it's  hard  for  me  to  believe  in  any  insurance  crisis.  It  has  the  same  hollow  sound 
of  the  alleged  oil  crisis. 

Every  once  in  a  while  there  is  a  lawsuit  that  makes  me  wonder  if  the  balance  of 
greed  hasn’t  swayed  from  the  side  of  the  insurance  companies  to  the  side  of  the 
ambulance  chasers  and  their  clients.  There  was  a  suit  not  long  ago  that  seemed  to 
open  up  a  new  area  erf  disability:  psychic  injury.  ■ 

The  Chicago  San  Times  ran  the  story  this  way:  “Psychic  Wins  Suit”  “Judith 
Haimes,  who  claimed  that  her  telepathic  powers  were  damaged  by  a  brain  scan  at 
Temple  University  Hospital  in  Philadelphia,  was  awarded  $998,000  Thursday  when 
foe  jury  found  fo|§hospitai  negligent.*’  '..Jj 

True,  the  Sun-Times  isn't  much  of  a  source.  In  fact,  if  something  really  stinks  in 
my  apartment, Ldon’t  wrap  garbage  in  the  Sun-Times,  1  wrap  the  Sun-Times  in  foe 
garbage.  However,  even  foe  New  Yoik Times  ran  the  story,  and  foe  lead  paragraph 
bastcaily  echoed  that  of  the  Stm-Times. 

At  the  end  of  the  story  in  the  paper  of  record,  though,  it  was  noted  that  the  judge 
had  ruled  that  Haimes  had  failed  to  prove  any  connection  between  the  alleged  loss  of 
her  psychic  abilities  mid  the  brain  scan.  This  instruction  seemed  to  change  every- 


Tbe  amount  of  the  settlement,  almost  a  million  dollars,  was  awarded  solely  on  pain 
and  suffering  experienced  by  Haimes  while  she  was  on  the  operating  table.

And  of  course,  no  private  can  sneak  off  to  foe  phone  to  call  some  thieving  lawyer  to 
represent  him  in  a  court  of  law.  ..  .. 

Which  kind  of  reinforces  ray  belief  in  our  justice  system :  There  really  is  no  justice, 
but  their  is  the  law.  And  our  law  puts  lawyers  and  insurance  companies  together.  It 
seems  like  they  really  deserve  each  other.

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Byrnes  latest  solo  album  breaks  new  ground

David  Byme

Since  breaking  onto  the  music  scene,  in 
the  mid  70s,  David  Byme  has  constantly 
been  challenging  the  norms  of  pop  music. 
As  lead  singer  and  songwriter  of  the  Talk- 
ing  Heads,  he  has  been  one  of  the  more 
influential  artists  on  the  music  scene  for 
the  last  15  years. 

In  the  late  80s,  after  ten  albums,  the 
Talking  Heads  went  their  separate  ways. 


but  David  Byme  continues  to  challenge 
the  norms  of  popular  music.  After  split¬ 
ting  with  the  Talking  Heads,  Byme  began 
to  explore  the  Latin  rhythms  of  South 
America. 

His  first  solo  release,  ‘  ‘Rei  Momo,’  ’  was 
a  mixture  of  these  Latin  influences  and  the 
pop/rock  sound,  that  he  made  famous  in 
his  stint  with  the  Talking  Heads.  His  latest 
release,  “UH-OH,”  retains  much  of  the 
Latin  base,  but  lyrically  the  album  seems 
to  be  a  throwback  to  Byme  ’  s  work  with  the 
Talking  Heads. 

On  “UH-OH,”  the  off  the  wall  lyrics 
Byme  has  been  known  for,  combines  with 


the  Latin  beats  surprisingly  well.  Dealing 
with  a  variety  of  topics,  ranging  from  sex 
changes  in  “Now  I’m  Your  Mom,”  to  the 
reversal  of  evolution  in  “Monkey  Man,” 
the  album  manages  to  be  lyrically  enter¬ 
taining,  as  well  as  keeping  a  good  beat. 
Other  hot  spots  on  the  album  include, 
“Girls  on  my  Mind”  and  “Twistin’  in  the 
Wind,”  both  of  which  are  catchy  tunes 
that  have  the  potential  to  be  released  as 
singles. 

Riding  a  roller  coaster  through  what 
seems  to  be  David  Byrne’s  subconscious 
mind,  “UH-OH”  has  many  similarities  to 
older  talking  heads  material.  With  sub¬ 
jects  and  rhythms  varying  from  song  to 
song,  the  album  has  the  effect  of  following 


a  “stream  of  consciousness”  format. 
Unpredictable  and  at  times  comical,  “UH- 
OH”  if  nothing  else,  always  manages  to 
keep  the  listeners  interest 
With  the  abundance  of  new  artists  that 
seem  willing  to  use  the  typical  pop  success 
formula,  it  is  encouraging  tosee  someone 
who  is  still  willing  to  take  chances.  Al¬ 
though  not  as  ground  breaking  as  some  of 
Byrne’s  previous  work,  “UH-OH”  is  still 
a  walk  on  the  weird  side.  David  Byrne’s 
music  may  not  be  for  everyone,  but  if  you 
are  in  need  of  something  a  little  different, 
“UH-OH”  may  be  the  album  you  have 
been  looking  for.

The  Ramones  are  the  last  of  the  original 
New  York  punk  bands.  Their  live  shows 
are  legendary  for  excitement  generated 
both  on  and  off  stage.  Though  15  or  so 
years  older  than  when  The  Ramones  were 
in  their  prime,  their  latest  album,  Loco 
Live,  delivers  the  goods.  Recorded  live  in 
Barcelona,  Spain,  the  album  slams  from 
the  opening  “Guns  of  Navarone”  to  the 
final  cut,  “I  Don’t  Wanna  Go  Down  to  the 
Basement.” 

The  band  is  musically  very  tight,  and  the 


crowd  adds  to  the  tracks.  The  album  is 
basically  a  greatest  hits  set,  performed 
with  flair  and  at  warp  speed.  I  had  forgot¬ 
ten  just  how  quick  Johnny  Ramone  is  on 
the  guitar.  And  the  years  have  not  mel¬ 
lowed  Joey  Ramones  vocal  abilities.  He 
still  screams  with  the  best  ofem.  My 
favorite  cut  is  the  legendary  ballad  “I 
Wanna  Be  Sedated,”  perhaps  the  best 
song. 

For  all  you  oldster,  punk-still-lives  types, 
check  out  Loco  Live.  You  won’t  be  disap¬ 
pointed.  And  for  those  of  you  who  aren’t 
familiar  with  The  Ramones  per  se,  but 
enjoy  Pearl  Jam  and  Nirvana,  this  latest 
Ramones  offering  won’t  disappoint  you.

The  vulgarities  and  excesses  of  Ice  T’s 
latest  project  are  a  step  backwards  for  one 
of  raps  most  important  players.  Body 
Count  could  have  been  a  break-through 
album  for  T’s  newest  posse  if  not  for  the 
disgusting  depths  of  mental-defect  inspired 
rapping  on  the  album. 

I  expect  there  to  be  a  certain  amount  of 
misogyny  and  racism  present  in  cutting 
edge  rep.  It  goes  with  the  territory.  However, 
in  the  cut  “KKK  Bitch”  Ice  T  extolls  the 
virtues  of  a  sexual  relationship  with  Tip¬ 
per  Gore’ s  two  12  year  old  neices.  I  have 


no  use  for  Tipper  Gore  or  what  she  repre¬ 
sents,  but  child  abuse  is  child  abuse  and 
unacceptable,  even  as  shock  value. 

Another  track,  entitled  “Cop  Killer” 
extolls  the  virtues  of  executing  a  police¬ 
man  in  the  wake  of  the  Rodney  King 
beating.  It  is  hard  for  me  to  stomach  much 
of  this  in  lieu  of  the  ambush  last  week  that 
left  one  Lansing  police  officer  dead  and 
another  seriously  wounded.  The  machismo 
and  bravado  of  Body  Count  is  misplaced. 

There  are  some  passable  guitar  packs 
on  “Momma’s  Gotta  Die  Tonight”  laid 
down  Ernie  -C.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  from 
a  purely  musical  standpoint,  the  album  is 
well-crafted.  Unfortunately,  from  a  lyri¬ 
cal  standpoint,  the  entire  album  is  nothing 
less  than  repulsive.

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Looking  back  at  the  Lakers  91-92  season

The  Laker’s  basketball  team  closed  out 
the  91-92  regular  season  with  a  77-68  loss 
to  College  of  St.  Francis  on  February  29. 
The  Lakers  qualified  for  post-season  play 
in  the  NAIA  Division  I  District  Tourney. 

“We  were  happy  to  make  the  post¬ 
season  tournament,  which  we  haven’t 
qualified  for  in  the  last  couple  of  years,” 
said  Lakers  Head  Coach  Larry  Liddle. 
The  Lakers  lost  a  close  NAIA  District 
Tournament  game  to  I.U.P.U.I.  97-95  in 
Indianapolis  on  March  4,  and  were  elimi¬ 
nated  from  post-season  play. 

The  Lakers  ended  their  season  with  an 
overall  record  of  12-20.  Their  Chicago- 
land  Collegiate  Athletic  Conference  rec¬ 


ord  was  7-7  at  season’s  end. 

“Early  in  the  season  we  lost  some  con¬ 
ference  games,  but  near  the  end  of  the 
season  we  beat  those  same  teams  and 
finished  with  a  .500  record  in  conference 
play,"  said  Liddle. 

The  Lakers  faced  tough  competition 
during  the  season  because  19  of  their  20 
non-conference  opponents  had  overall 
records  of  .500  or  better  for  the  season. 
Liddle  said,  “We  started  out  good  and  ran 
into  trouble  at  mid-season,  but  finished 
strong.” 

Three  player  for  the  Lakers  finished  the 
season  with  double-digit  scoring  averages. 
Junior  guard  Angelo  Mantis  led  the  Lakers 
with  a  20.9  scoring  average.  Senior  for-

ward  Derek  Franklin  checked  in  at  13.3 
points  per  game  and  senior  forward  Ben 
Simmons  contributed  a  10.6  scoring  aver¬ 
age. 

Simmons  also  became  the  Laker’s  ca¬ 
reer  leading  rebounder  when  he  pulled 
down  a  team-high  303  boards  in  32  games 
for  a  9.5  rebound  per  game  average.  “Ben 
has  set  a  standard  that  everyone  after  him 
will  try  to  achieve,”  said  Liddle. 

Three  Laker  players  received  post-sea¬ 
son  honors.  Simmons  and  Mantis  were 
named  All-Conference  and  All-District 
players. 

Franklin  was  selected  as  honorable 
mention  for  the  All-Conference  and  All- 
District  teams.  “Derek  was  our  most 
consistent  player  all  season,”  Liddle  said. 

The  Lakers  averaged  77.3  points  per 
game  by  shooting  47  percent  from  the 
field,  and  connecting  on  68  percent  of  their 
free  throws  from  the  charity  stripe  by 
tossing  in  445  of  654  attempts.  The  Laker’s 
defense  permitted  the  opposition  to  aver¬ 
age  82.4  points  per  game  on  46  percent 
field  goal  shooting  from  the  floor. 


Other  season  highlights  included  senior 
center  John  Muratori  joining  the  Laker 
1000  point  club  after  lighting  up  the  nets 
for  230  points  and  finishing  with  a  9.2 
scoring  average,  and  leading  the  Lakers 
with  25  blocked  shots. 

Simmons  dished  out  a  team-high  90 
assists  for  a  2.8  assist  average  per  game, 
and  picked  the  pockets  of  the  opposition 
for  56  steals  to  lead  the  Lakers.  Freshman 
guard  Troy  Huseman  and  Angelo  Mantis 
tied  for  the  club  lead  in  free  throw  shooting 
by  connecting  on  78  percent  of  their  at¬ 
tempts.  Mantis  also  topped  the  Lakers  in 
field  goal  shooting  by  making  51  percent 
of  his  shots  from  the  floor. 

“Eight  players  will  be  returning  next 
year,”  said  Liddle.  ‘  ‘We  are  also  recruit¬ 
ing,  and  we  hope  to  have  around  20  players 
on  the  rooster  by  the  start  of  next  season.  ’  ’ 

“As  a  team  we  never  gave  up  and  we 
had  outstanding  individual  performances, 
along  with  playing  well  as  a  team,”  added 
Liddle.  “We  look  forward  to  next  year 
and  the  challenge  ahead.”
